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William Showers, a cigarmaker, aged 52
years, was arrested at Annville, Lebanon
county, Pa., Monday night, charged with
murdering bis two grandchildren, William

and Bamuel, aged respectively three and five
years, The children were the illegitimate
offspring of Showers’ deceased daughter.
Two weeks ago he drove into the mountains
with the children in his wagon, and return-
ed without them. Nothing has been heard
of them since, and as Showers told many
conflictivg stories regarding their absence,
the district attorney ordered hig arrest on
the charge of taking their lives, and he was
lodged in jail. Search was made for
the children, and vesulted in finding
their bodies buried in Showers' yard,
with ropes sround tbeir necks. Show-
era claims to bave taken the children
from their home to deliver them toa man
at Tower City, who was to adopt them, and
that while on the way he miased the road
‘end put the little ones out of the carriage
while he went to water hiz horse a quarter
of & mile away, and that while he was gone
the children disappeared in company with
two strangers, He denied all knowledge of
the bodies being in the yard. Sbowers was
engeged to marry Elizabeth Sarge, hut
her one condition was that the children
should first be got rid of hy placiog
them in charge of some other person.
Failing in this, it is believed Lhat he
resorted to murder. Showers later confess:
ed the erime. There is great exciiement in
the vicinity of Showers’ home, and threals
of Iynching are freely made. When found
the bodies of the boys wers uude, excepl
their nightshirts, showing that they had
been taken from bed and murdered in cold
blood. They had bheen strangied with the
ropes found arouud their necks, and their
skulls had been crushed in with a club.
